and second electrodes of thdse active regions respectively, wherein two or more gates are of a 
predetermined width andifength at a substantially identical gap therebetween without 
intervening dummy gaf'es therebetween; and 

a plurality ofi^ummy gates having predetermined width and length between ones of 
the adjacent transistors at a substantially identical gap therebetween, without intervening 
transistor gates/flierebetween, resj>ectively. 



15. The device, as defined in claim 14, wherein the length of the dummy gates is 
substantially the same as that of the transistor gates.
